The scouts found tha t 
i^rt of the wa ter ma ins were un­ 
gua rded a nd reported the condition 
of a ffa irs to Gen. Wheeler. 
A t S 130 o’clock in the evening 
the engineer corps went out, guid­ 
ed by the Cuba ns, a nd the ma ins 
were cut without a ny resista nce on 
the pa rt of the Spa nia rds. 
On Sunda y night Gens. Sha fter, 
Ga rcia , Wheeler, Kent, 
la iwton 
^tnd Oemetrio Ca stillo, held a coun­ 
cil of wa r a t Siboney a nd decided 
to ma ke a move upon Sa ntia go on 
Tuesda y 
ming. 
The va n gua rd under Gen. La w­ 
ton a nd the Cuba n genera l, Deme- 
trio Ca stillo, moved out Sunda y 
night a nd a ll da y toda y lumbering 
tra ins of a rtillery, a mmunition a nd 
provisions ha ve been a rriving a t 
^ J ca mn. 
The la st of the rein­ 
forcements will a rrive tonight. 
The jungle is so thick a nd dilli- 
cult of penetra tion tha t the ex tent 
of the ca mp is ha rd to rea lize. The 
fa ces of the soldiers a re grey with 
dust a nd their ha nds a re grimy wkh 
toil. 
The men swea t a t the Jiea vy 
tra ins like bullocks under the yoke, 
but the}^ bend to their work with 
the dumb pa tience of those a ni­ 
ma ls, never murmuring.

reference to said law,

hereafter be m ade on all drafts issued b y the m em bers of the 
C learin g H ouse Association. 


All hank drafts, 
checks or certificates of deposit not 


drawing interest, or order for paym ent of an y sum of money, 


drawn upon or issued by any bank, trust com pany, or any 


person or persons, com panies or corporations, at sight or on 
dem and, there must he affixed a two-cent stamp. 


All hills of exchange, (inland) drafts, certificates of d e ­ 


posit drawing interest, etc., or any promissory note, and for 


each renewal of the sam e for a sum not exceeding $ io o oo, 


two cents; and for each additional s io o .c o or fractional part 


thereof in excess of $100.00, two cents. 


T h e section providing for the cancellation of stam ps 
reads as ioHovvs; 


‘ •That in any and all cases where an adhesive stam p 


shall be used for denoting an y tax im posed by this Act, the 
person using the sam e shall write or stam p thereon the ini­ 


tials of his nam e and the date upon which the sam e shall be 


attached or used, so that the sam e m ay not again be used. 


A nd if an y person fraudulently m ake use of an adhesive 


stam p to denote any tax imposed by this Act, 
without so ef­ 


fectually can. elling and obliterating such stamp, he. she or 


they shall he deem ed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 


conviction thereof shall pay a fine of not less than fifty or 
more than five hundred dollars, or be imprisoned not more 
than six months, or both, at the discretion of the court.” 
T h e section providing penalty for failure to com ply with 
the foregoing, reads as follows; 
“ 
T h a t if any person or persons shall make, sign or issue, 
or cause to be made, signed or issued, or shall accept or pay, 
or cause to he accepted or paid, 
with design to evade the 
paym ent of any stam p tax, any bill of exchange, draft cr 
order, or {iromi.ssory note for the paym ent of money, liable to 
any of the taxes inposed by this A ct wifhout the same being 
duly stamped, or have thereon an adhesive stamp for denot­ 
ing the tax hereby charged thereon, he, site or they shall be 
deem ed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a tine not exceeding t w o 
hundred dol­ 
íais, at the discretion of the court.” 
Section seven provides that all instruments, docum ents 
or papers of any description, on which the stamp dem anded 
by law is not placed, sliall not be com petent evidence in any 
court. 
A s the penalty in regard to checks, drafts, etc , falls on 
the bank paying, as well as the person drawing the checks or 
drafts, the m em bers of this Association have decided that ali 
checks and drafts must have the necessary stam ps attached 
before they are presented for deposit or paym ent at our 
counters, or received by us through the mail for collection or 
credit, and no arrangem ents can be m ade with us to stam p 
checks or drafts when they are presented. 
O n account of the tax on all drafts to be issued by the 
banks, and the high rate of expressage on monies from S e ­ 
dalia to reserve the cities, no drafts will be issued to custom ­ 
ers or others unless there is paid in addition to the value of 
the draft the sum of ten cents for all drafts less than one 
hundred dollars, and for each additional one hundred dollars 
or fractional part in excess of one hundred dollars, ten cents.
